Statutes, Deans are appointed by 
the Board of Governors on the 
recommendation of the Principal. 
Over the Iast^|^j[ears a "semi- 
elective" or'^cOTisultative me- 
chanism has evolved in which 
the Principal meets with an 
advisory selection committee to 
discuss choices. This has not been 
written hito the statutes, and Se- 
nators sawinq^; provision for ad- 
ding students to uepirocess. 

The joint Senate-Board com- 
mittee was set up last night to 
consider the whole question, in- 
cluding rewriting of the Statutes, 
after support for the principle of 
student say was expressed by 
Archie Mallodi and Samuel 
Noumoff, faculty representative 
on Senate. 

Senate last night also added 
students to the Honorary Degrees 
Conunittee, the Committee on 
Student Counselling Services, and 
to à drafUng conunittee for a 
brief to the "Commission on the 
Relations between Universities 
and ' Governments",, a Canada- 
wide study group sponsored by 
UGEQ, eus, the Canadian As- 
sociation of University.rTeachers 
(faculty), and the Association of ' 
Universities and Colleges of 
Canada (administrations). 

One student, named by stu- 
dents' Council, will join Chan- 
cellor Howard. I. Ross, Graduate 
Studies Dean Stanley Ftost, and' 
Social Sciences Vice-Dean Saul 
Frankel on the drafting group 
for the CRUG brief. 

Other moves to extend student 
control got shorter shrift. When 
Hyman moved that one student be 
added to the committee which 



decides on retkement of faculty 
members, Vice-Principal Mi- 
chael Oliver rose to insist that 
students could tatce their chances 
of being nominated to the com- 
mittee like everybody else, "and 
I don't think you haye much of 
a chance." (There are 8 students 
on a Senate of 62 voting mem- 
bers). 

The proposal was shot down 
with fervor in about ninety 
seconds, despite student repre- 
sentative Nigel Hamer's argu- 
ment that the decision as to 
whether or not a professor should 
continue teachbig beyond a given 
Ume was of direct concern to 
students. 

Before discussion turned to 
Bill 57, Samuel Noumoff again 
introduced a proposal to recons- 
titute Senate's nominating com- 
mittèa to give it a majority of 
elected members of Senate. The 
nominating committee, which ef- 
fectively controls the naming of 
members of all other Senate com- 
mittees, is still functioning un- 
changed from the old Senate, with 
its heavy administrative bia$. 

Noumoff's proposal was refer- 
red to a committee - the old 
nominathig committee itself.

Manitoba erupts over recruiting 



WINNIPEG (CUP) - "I have a 
right to get a job where I want 
to."

Violence erupted at the Uni- 
vcisity of Manitoba last Thurs- 
day, in the wake of a protest 
against the presence of a Dow 
recruiter at the uidverslty pla- 
cement office. 

The recruiter . was forced 
to leave after completing only 
two of 13 scheduled Interviews. 

The protest began at 8:30 
when 15 students gathered out- 
side the Canada Manpower Cen- 
tre. They carried signs reading: 
"Students Don't Help Dow mur- 
• der", "Dow Shalt Not Kill", 
"Engineers Don't Participate 
In Murder," and "Human beings 
Are Not Fuel". 

By 9:15 neariy 200 people had 
gathered outside the centre.^ 



Some 30 people were actively 
protesting. 

Trouble bagan shortly after 
the group padlocked a building 
door to keep the recruiter out. 
Some 250 people were now stand- 
ing by and discussing the action. 
One of the 13 Interviewees com- 
plained the demonstrators "arc 
the same group of students that 
.demonstrate for anything around 
here". Suddenly a contingent of 
engineers and commerce stu- 
dents burst^through^ the back 
door of thê'bullçliirg.^'' 

Fisticuffs broke but between 
demonstrators and engineers;

Blacks, leftists contend. . . 



Gilbert policy "fascist"

Rosie Douglas, Chairman of the 
Congress of Black Writers, yes- 
terday termed "fascist" the posi- 
tion taken by Montreal Police on 
the question of permitting entry 
into . Canada of "undesirable 
persons." 

Douglas was answering state- 
ments made earlier by Police 
Director Jean-Paul Gilbert, who 
contended . that the immigration 
departménùisll^ing . in "agitat- 
ors k^^S^^^^Uie world as 
formenEwK SMTMe lllon and revo- 
lution.' 

.Singled out for particular at- 
tack by Gilbert were Stokely Car- 
micHael, who attended the Black 
Writers' Congress (in spite of 
protests by Gilbert) and who will 
attend the anti-war conference 
scheduled to take place here 
later this month. 

Douglas strudc back by saying: 
"The Director obviously couldn't 
have attended the Carmichael 
conference ; otherwise he 
wouldn't have made, his state- 
ment about him (Carmichael). The 
Congress invited Carmichael and 
the others to help both black and 
white Canadians to have a better 
understanding about the black 
Community." 

At a press conference last ev- 
ening, Chester Davis, Assistant 
Professor of Education at Sir 



if Gilbert is permitted to carry 
out his threat, education will 
suffer. .- - 

"We hope to expand" the. 
courses in black history to in- 
clude sociology, art, literature, 
and any other aspects of the

When asked if he would be 
speaking to Gilbert personally, 
Douglas replied that he may be 
seeing him today, but that he 
is more interested in seeing 
Priqiie Minister Trudeau. 

"Trudeau is the fint prime 
minbtc»-,J,{^;,who^^lias publicly 
spoken"ôuV'*in''Mricern over the 
racism in the US, and the possi- 
bility of its coming into Canada," 
-said Douglas, then added, "I 
hope that we; (the black commu- 
nity) can get together with mem- 
bers of the goveniméntai^idis- 
cuss ways of avoi^n^fSuchl^n 
event teqipening." 

"The very structure of Canada 
is built on the same racism as 
that of the US, simpty because 
we are tied so closely with them," 
he concluded.

Between dght and ten univer- 
sity newspapers in Canada have 
reprinted the article in question 
this year with no repercussions 
of a legal nature. 

Hie Reflector, curiously has 
an agreement with the News not 
to print four-letter words. Ap- 
parently the news includes the 
word "screw" and lines like: 
"wanted - a pregnant virgin for 
Christmas pageant" in its four- 
lettef list. • 

The birth control page appear- 
ed blank on Friday October 18. 

-The student council has arrang- 
ed to negotiate with Farran over 
his right to censure the Reflec- 
tor. 

A much more complete expli- 
cation of various birth-control 
methods, jointly sponsored- by 
The Students' Societies of McGill, 
Sir George, Macdonald and 
Bishop's, has been distributed at 
the four campuses, and has so 
far met wiUi no such attempts at 
.censorship.

Entrenched behind the façade of liberal 
scholarship at McGill are gluts of spent cold- 
warriors who while their academic lives away 
praying Stalin will be found alive and well in 
Argentina so they call pull out thehr yellowed 
notes again. 

Periodically one hears from them - in the 
letters to-the-editor section of the Montreal 
Star where they parade their expertise on Biafra 
or India, or sporadically in the pages of this 
journal when it makes some unholy Marxist . 
pronouncement. ^ - 

The last time they made their presence felt 
was during the visit of Dr. Han Suyin here to 
speak at the annual Beatty lecture series on 
"Asia Today". And the way they reacted casts 
a little light on this University's prejudices vis 
à vis the social sciences. 

Several academics attending the lecture, 
unused to. experience of listening to someone 
whose analysis _differed from theurs, foamed 
over this display of "Maoist propaganda." 

Although this reaction, according to some 
members of faculty, was not limited to just a 
few, the only one who was driven to agonizing 
in print was Irving Brecher, Director of the 
Centre for Developing Area Studies. In his letter 
to the DaUyJOctober 28) he displayed an attitude 
and logiâlwhicjhf is ' tragically characteristic of 
this Univereity's idea of good scholarship. 

Expressing his "dismay" and "disbelief" 
at Mrs. Han's first lecture, he set out upon this 
tortuous tour of logic: 

"Needl ess^ to say. I welcome the free and 
full expï^îc«^of ideas on major world issues. 
Indeed, there is nothing more important than the 
vigorous defense of this basic right. But what 
appals me is that this University should have 
made itself the forum for a propaganda message 
delivered to a large audience under the guise 
of scholarship and scientific analysis. And 
•what appals me even more is the prospect that 
such a lecture will form part of, an academic 
series published under McGill auspices." 

Whayftgfessor Brecher's logic amounts to 
is: fréèllwUl^nd éxpression of ideas are fine 
except when they are propaganda; propaganda 
îwfiîcfî we notice he does not define - very un- • 
scholarly, Professor Brecher), evidently means 
anything he disagrees with. . , 

His last objection is particularly revealing 

bad enough Han Suyin is tarnishing the repu- 
tation of the Beatty series, hallowed by the pre- 



sence eight years ago of Arnold Toynbee, but 
it might appear in a book put out in McGill's 
name! What's the matter. Professor Brecher, 
why shouldn't a university publication, which is 
a forum of opinion, contain a pro-Mao view? 
Will it give you a little trouble with the grants 
you get from the U.S. foundations? 

McGill's good name, unfortunately, is as- 
sociated with the preservation of an ideological 
monolith. Certain.^jdeas are impolite. I^yust 
unscientific, urischolarly - these are the^^fie^ 
misms — but impolite. The faculties will debate 
endlessly whether or not to hire a professor who 
holds a radical thesis of his subject, but it's 
left to students to make noise about the State 
Department hack mentalities that drift into the 
social sciences. 

We don't hear our social scientists raising 
their voices in anger against little affairs like 
the "Agreement between the U.S.A. and McGill, 
June 14, 1968",. in which the USIA contracts to 
"purchase suitable books for the American Al- 
cove of McGill University in the fields of Ame- 
rican Economics, history, political science and 
the social sciences" on condition that this agree- 
ment never be made public (McGill Daily, "The 
Review", October 25). Would wë~ be presump- 
tuous to suggest the contents of this cosy little 
alcove might be anything but totally scientific 
and objective? But this of course does not 
besmirch McGill's good name! Ergo, silence.- 

We need just look down the political scien- 
ce reading lists to find required reading such 
well-knovm names as Gabriel Almond, Lucian 
Pye, James Coleman, Myron Weiner and Leo 
Rose, all knovra to do work for the U.S. State 
Department as part of their social science 
think tank. Do we hear^anybody crying "pro- 
paganda"? Silence fromi^^j^cial science de- 
partments. 

Theonyfh of the liberal academic communi- 
ty has^^^d too long within the walls of Mc- 
Gill acadeinia. The movement among students 
to have equal say in determining their curricu- 
lum, texts and teachers will spell its demise. 
' If all it takes is an innocuous visit from 
Mrs. Han Suyin to bring these people twitching 
out of the wainscots, the^aùsy)e beginning to

The purpose of last nighfs special Senate meeting was the 
discussion of McGilVs position on Bill 57, The Bill is the 
Government's proposal to set up a University Council ''to 
advise the Minister of Education regarding the needs of 
higher education and University research and to make re- 
commendations to him regarding steps to be taken to meet 
such needs**. The amendments to the Bill eventually recom- 
mended, by Senate were taken largely from a proposal 
prepared by the student senators and presented to Senate 
by Students* Society president Robert Hajaly. Key sections 
from the bill, along with the Students* Society proposals 
and eventual Senate positions, follow: s 



3. The Council may, in particular: 

a) study the needs of higher education, taking into ac- 
count the cultural, scientiflc, social and,economic needs 
of Québec, its human and material res oM cts^amd student 
enrolment; 

b) suggest short - and long - term goàk to be pursued 
to ensure the development of higher education, and revise 
such goals periodically ; 

c) advise the Minister of Education regarding the de- 
" velopment of universitarian institutions and the creation 

of new institutions of higher education; 

d) suggest to the Minister of Education th( 
which may be adopted as regards standardbstioh 
accounting methods of institutions of higher education;^ 

e) study the annual operating and investment estimates 
of institutes of higher education; , -, , .

Senate approved this article, with several 
changes.

It changed the word 'named' in 
clauses (f). (g). (h) and (i) to 'nominated', and 
changed the second half of (i) to 'three other mem- 
bers named by the Council from the arts, the pro- 
fessions and business'.

Dean of Law Maxwell Cohen 
said the presence of the minister 
would "distort the nature of its 
objectivity." Vice-Principal Mi- 
chael Oliver felt the busy schedu- 
le of the education minister 
would not allow the council to go 
into detail on the financial mat- 
ters of the universities. 

The final decision was to re- 
commend that the council include: 
a president, nominated by the 
members of the council, two 
members appointed by the Mi- 
nister of Education, the president 
of the University Research Com- 
mission, one representative 
nominated by each univetsity in 
the province of Québec, two re- 
presentatives of UGEQ, two re- 
presentatives nominated by facul- 
ty ;,,assMiaUof^and one _repre- 

sentali^^ch'Woiiiin^^ by the 
CNTUriConfed^tidh of National 
Trade Unions), QFL (Quebec Fede- 
ration of Labour) and three other 
membera nominated by the coun- 
cil from the ''professions,, arts 
and business. 

At one point Harry Edel, a 
student representative, suggested 
that the business representative 
to the council might be deleted 
altogether. ' * 



S. M. Finlayson, a Governor 
elected to Senate by the Board and 
Chainhan of the Board of Cana- 
dian Marconi Comapny, replied 
that he didn't understand the 
reasoning bchond such a propo- 
sal and would "like to hear some 
reasons for It." 

"For one thing"; Edel replied, 
"the government is basically 
controlled by: business Interests 
and I see no need to give them 
extra representation."
